According to Superintendent O. J, 
Barnes, .;97J : children were absent from 
school Monday, owing to slight colds 
and influenza. 
A complete canvaJss 
made -on Monday and Tuesday by the 
teachers, show 195 cases of influenza 
among the children. On Tuesday .the 
absentees numbered 793. 
Superintendent Lames jnade the fol 


lowing statement concerning condition'* 
in the public, schools: 


"The 
public., schools are doing every- 
thing in their power to stamp out the 
influenza- epidemic in our city..

In' adddition to the icgular re 
cess, the 'teachers are to ventilate their 
rooms thoroughly twice during the fore 
noon session and once during the af 
ternoon^ session

teachers are to give the pjipils drill in 
calisthenics. -In the higlf school, the 
rooms are to: be thoroughly ventilated 
during- .the-'-* change of classes 
The 
schools are entering upon an education 
al program -with both pupils and pai 
ents .that oiight to help very materi 
ally in clearing up the health situatior 
b£ the city.

The Czechoslovaks have garrisoned 


the larger part of German Bohemia and 
are said to be pressing toward the 
frontiers of upper Austria. The rapid- 
ity of the Czecho-Slovak advance is il- 
lustrated by the report of a woman of 
Arienna who went to Raab. 50 miles 
southeast recently, and found the town 
occupied by the Czechs.

FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 


(Philadelphia Record.) 


It is of the utmost importance that 


the allies and America should be unan- 
imous at all points before the terms 
of peace are made known to Germany. 
There are two or three points at which 
agreement may be difficult, but it must 
be secured at all hazards. It will never 
do to let Germany see any division of 
opinion. 


The point wh«-e unanimity will be 


most difficult is the definition of the 
"freedom of the seas." Every nation 
favors it—but "gives us own definition 
to the phase* 
Our interests have 


usually been at variance with those of 
Great Britain. 
Our second war with 


England was fought over one phase of 
this freedom, and we carried our point, 
even though it was not enumerated iii 
the Treaty of Peace. At Paris in 1S56 
we refused to join in the proscription of 
Drivateering because England would not 
concede the freedom of the seas which 
ve claimed. 


In the gieat war the British exercise 


of the right to cut off neutral trade 
with Germany was distinctly ad%-erse to 
our interests, and some of the diplo- 
matic correspondence was rather sharp.
